CONTEST RULES 



1. City and ruKioiiul ehaiupions purtit'iptitiajjf in tho championship finals of the 
National Sp*.'lli»K Hve in Washington, D.C., nnist qualify under tv^u basic requiru- 
niencs: (a) thuy iniwt not have passed beyond the oi^lith grade at thii time of their 
individual sehuid finals; and (b) they nmat not reach their ICth birthday on or 
before the date of the national ilnals. 

2. Contests for dassroonu school, district, city or roffional championships may 
be conductud either m writinK or orally, or a combination of the two. The national 
championship linal.s, howi-ver, shall be an oral competition, with eliminations on 
a '•miss-and-out*' basis in tho traditional Spelling' Bee manner, 

a. Words used in the national finals shall be selected from the "Words of the 
C'hamjjions'* book, from tht- lists ust-d in the various city and regional contests, and 
from Webster's Third New International Dictionary and its lOGG Addenda Section. 

4. Words sluill be pronounced accordinj? to the diacritical markinf?s in Webster's 
Third N\'W International Dietioimry and li)6f) Addenda Section, from which the 
|)rom»unefr shnll select the definition or definitions that he Kives. With the approval 
o{ the jud«:t'S. he may Kive a fuller explanation of the meauiui^ of a word to supple- 
ment tlie dietionary detinition or defmitions quoted. 

5. In competition, after the pronouncer j?ives the contestant a word, the contest- 
ant may also pronounce the word before spelling it, after spelling it, or if he so 
chooses, not at all. 

G. The contestant may request the pronouncer to re-pronounce the word, define 
it, or u.se it in a sentence. The pronouncer shall grant the request until the judges 
atrree that the word has been made reasonably clear to the contestant. JUDGES 
MAY DISQUALIFY ANY CONTESTANT WHO IGNORES A REQUEST TO 
START SPELLING. 

7. Ilavin^ started to spell a word, a contestant may stop and start over, retrac- 
injr the spelling' from the l)eginning, but in retracing there can be no change of 
letters and tneir soquence from those first pronounced. If letters and their sequence 
are changed in the respellir-fj the speller will be disqualified. 

8. Upon missinjr the spelling of a word, the contestant immediately drops out 
of the contest. The next word on the pronouncer's list is given to the next contestant. 

9. When the contestants are reduced to two, the elimination procedure changes. 
At that point, when one contestant misspells a word, the other contestant shall be 
given an opportunity to spell that same word. If the second contestant spells that 
word correctly, plus the next word on the pronouncer's list, then the second con- 
testiint shall be declared the champion. 

10. If one of the last two spellers mir-ses and the other, after correcting the 
error, misspells the new word submitted to him, then the misspelled new word 
shall be referred to the first speller. If the first speller then succeeds in correcting 
the eri-or and corn^ctiy spells the next word on the pronouncer's list, then he shall 
be declared champion, 

11. If both spellers misspell tho same word, both shall continue in the contest, 
and tho orw who lust ?nissp(Mled the word shall be given a new word to spell. The 
contest shall then continue under Rules 9 and 10. 

12. Webster's Third New International Dictionary and 1966 Addenda Section 
shall St rvc as thi" final authority fur tho spellings of words in the national finals. 
If a word has two or more aeceptt-rl spellings, only the spellings set in boldface type 
and separat' ri l)y the word or, and in some cases the word nlsn, at the beginning of 
the rkscrii)tive matter will be .'icccpterl as rorj-ect. Words having the labels archaic 
and r)l)Si^bt'' (al bnviated obs) ami regional labt-Is (like Xorth, Midland, South, 
Brit (ish), Irish) will not bo accepted as correct. 

1*5. Any question ri-latinu'' to the spellintr of a word should bo referred to the 
judges imnifdiately. The? d»»adli; o for making a prott»st is before the contestant 
alfeeted Wuubl have rrceivi d his next won! had h(» stayed in tho contest. No protest 
will be ent*'rtaiiu»d after that won! has licen laWm anmb^r sj^ollcr. Wlien only two 
spelli-rs remain, a protest must be made inmiediately, that is, before the second 
speller has starttul to spell the word i-iver. him. or, if both have missed the samo 
word, befi)re th(* c'^rreet spelling is k'ivt n the audit-nce, 

M. The j\iclL'*'S are in complete control of th(; Bee. Their decision shall be final 
on all questions. 

10. Any child having onrewon a National Spelling Bee championship is ineligible 
frir furih»'r ('<;rnp» tition in tb(» National Spellincr Bee,
